The inventions described in claims 1 and 3 A are described in the claims, paragraphs 
0003 and 0007, practical examples, of document 1 cited in the ISR so that they do not 
appear to possess novelty or to involve an inventive step. 

The invention described in claim 2 does not appear to involve an inventive step based 
on document 1, paragraph 0008 of document 2 cited in the ISR and page 1, lower left 
column, line 14 to lower right column, line 3 of document 3. This means that documents 2 
and 3 describe how it is possible to prevent the color from becoming excessively deposited 
in the skin due to cell activation and removing the color sedimentation so that the fact that 
the cosmetic composition described in document 1 having a cell activation action has these 
actions could be easily deduced by a person skilled in the art. 
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
